Newsletter Notes 


As you can see in the Meeting Minutes column, the 
August board meeting was canceled. It just so happened that 
the big fire downtown was going on at the same time. Since 
this soaked up the Red Cross’ attention and since the board 
meets at the San Jose chapter of the Red Cross, it was 
decided that we should stay out of their way. 


This isn’t exactly about the newsletter, but while on 
the subject of the fire... 


I have it on good authority that fire-related amateur 
emergency activity had to move off of the SCCARA repeater 
because its current location renders it nearly useless for much 
of the county. This should prompt SCCARA to redouble its 
efforts to get the repeater into the City radio vault--which 
has been in the works for years now. If that can’t happen for 
whatever reason, we need to find that out and get moving on 
a good alternative. 

At the moment, our new repeater controller is in the 
hands of the San Jose radio people, waiting to be hooked up 
to a new radio. (The city wants to take care of that since it’s 
going into their radio vault at Alum Rock.) So, for now, 
we're waiting on others. They have their own priorities, but 
it wouldn’t hurt to occasionally ask them how it’s going. 

And there are other things we can do. The question 
of possible interference with other repeaters has not been 
settled. Additional site tests need to be done to make sure 
we can operate the repeater at Alum Rock without any 
problems. And as long as such questions remain, we could 
do preliminary work on alternate sites, just in case.
